Wwnan Kills Her Si^ Young 


Children With an Axe 


and a Club. 


Bespondency Drives a Farmer Mad 


and He Murders His Childrea, 


Crushing Their Skulls 


With aa Axe. 


Cold Brook, Mass., March 22.—Mrs. 


Lizzie Mararaoro, while in a flt of in- 
sanity, killed her six children at her 
home, a farm house half a mile Irotu 
this village, and th^n tried to talre her 
own life. 
The children ranged from 


10 years to a. babe of 10 mouths, aud 
their iives «'ere taken by the mother 
with, an ax and a club. She laid the 
Mood-drenched bodies on the beds, 
two on one bed and the other four on 
a !>f-d in another room, and then at- 
tempted to take her own life by cut- 
ting her throat with a razor. When 
discovered she was in the bed on 
which the bodies o£ the four children 
were lying. Although she cut a deep 
gash in her throat and suffered the 
loss of much blood, it is believed she 
will recover. 


Frank Naramore, the husband and 


father, left ^is acme at the usual hour 
to go to his work at a sawmill, and at 
that time his wife did not attract his 
attention by acting strangely. The dis- 
covery of the awful deed was made by 
(Jeorga Thrasher, a neighbor. ,A num- 
ber of neighbors were told by Mrs. 
Naramore how she killed her sii chil- 
dren. She said that she killed them 
in different rooms, and as fast as she 
killed one child the body, was placed 
on a bed. 


The children were Ethel, ,10 years 


of age; Walter, Charlie, Chester, Bes- 
sie and Lena, whose ages ranged from 
8 years to 10 months, Leua being the 
baby. 


Five were killed by being struck on 


the head with the back of an ax, while 
little Lena was lulled with a club. The 
woman says she expected the gash in 
her throat would cause her death, and 
that when her husband returned he 
would find all of the bodies in the two 
beds. She appears rational and dis- 
played signs of sorrow for the deed 
she had committed, although she is 
unable to give any reason for killing 
the children. 


Despondent Man's Deed. 


Clinton, Me., March 22.—Jacob Dear- 


born Marr, a farmer living eight miles 
from this village, killed his three chii- 
dreu. Alice M., IS; El win, 9, and Helen, 
T, with an ax, shortly after the family 
had risen from the table. 
Mr. Marr 


had been despondent for some timfc, 
but his actions were not such as to 
make his wife believe that he had any- 
serious trouble to brood over. The 
eldest daughter was washing dishes 
at tho sink, when her father went, to 
the shed and got an as. He came back 
into tho kitchen and struck the girl a 
single blow on the head, killing her. 
Mrs. Marr saw this and ran screaming 
to the house of her husband's father, 
Samuel Marr, The husband apparent- 
ly walked up stairs to where the 
younger children were playing and 
dealt each a single blow with the ax 
handle, killing them both. When Mr. 
Marr, Sr., came in the younger Marr 
was washing h-is hands at the sink. He 
was asked why he had done the deed, 
and he said. "I don't know." He was 
placed uuder arrest.

tvas Lord Kitchener's refusal to grant 
eoaipSete amnesty to the leaders of the 
rebels in Cape Colony. He ottered 
self-government on _the lines ot Jama- 
ica immediate!}' upon the cessation o£ 
ho&UHties, with legislative bodies, 
partly elected by the burghers. 
The 


government agreed to provide £1,000,- 
000 to compensate the Boers tor prop- 
erty destroyed and articles comman- 
deered by. Boers on commando, pro- 
vided the signatures o? the officers who 
commandeered the goods were forth- 
coming. He also offered to grant loans 
on easy terras for rebuilding and re- 
stocking farmsteads. 


Moreover, Kitchp.aer agreed that 


children should be Instructed in Eng- 
lish or Dutch at the discretion of their 
parents. The government undertook 
to make no claim on church property 
or funds or upon hospitals or hospital 
funds or upon private investments. No 
burgher of either state was to be al- 
lowed to possess a rifle except by spe- 
cial license. 


It is reported that General Botha 


was generally ia favor of tnese condi- 
tions, but he dissented strongly from 
a proposal to give the fuil privilege oi 
citizenship to properly domiciled and 
registered blacks.

They report that the Ranger, 
with 24,000 seals; the Neptune, with 
22,000; the Vanguard, with 21,000; the 
Greenland, with 16,000; the Iceland, 
•with 15,000; th* Algeria. Y/ith 14,000; 
the Virginia Lake, with 13,000; the 
Walrus, with 12,000; the Nimrod, with 
10,000. and the Leopard, with 9,000, 
were still fishing when they left the 
fioes, while the Terra Nova and New- 
foundland were doing well. 


Appeals For Aid. 


Indianapolis, March 22. — Governor 


Durbin issued a. proclamation to the 
people of the state asking for aid for 
the destitute of Memphis, Clark coun- 
ty.

developed that the Harrimais. syndi- 
cate, controlling the Chicago and Al- 
ton and Ilinois Central railroad sys- 
tems, is back of the movement to con- 
solidate the coal mining properties of 
Illinois into a $75,000,000 combine. The 
capitalists of this syndicate will lend 
their financial support to the consoli- 
dation project, and will hold a major- 
ity of the stock in the enterprise.
